Finding of Bodies. 


William Fullarton,. special 
assistant to the president of 
Pocahontas Fuel Co., said the 
bodies of three men were 
reached about 4 a.m. The other 
eight were found about two | 
hours later. 


The blast trapped men in 
two sections—a Joy loading | 
area (site of an automatic coal 
loading machine) and a con- 
tinuous mining area (‘also the 
site of automatic coal loading | 
equipment). The survivors were 
found by rescue workers at the 
site of the Joy loading sec- 
tion some 1000 feet from 
where the 11 men met death. 

Rescuers were forced to inch 
their way along slate-clogged 
passages filled with smoke and 
deadly gas. They carried oxy- 


backs, 


The mine was known as a/| 
gaseous mine. It was 
cated that equipment used to 
disperse the gas, present in 
varied quantities in all coal | 
mines, had failed to function 
properly and the accumulation | 
had been touched off by a 
spark of unknown origin. 


Fuliarton said the families 
of the trapped miners had kept | 
a vigil at a station two miles | 
from the scene cf the tragedy | 
through moct cf the night but 
had been urged to return to 
their homes early this morn- 
ing to await developments. 


Lay-offs for Some Victims. 


Ironically, Pocahontas offi- 
cers said all but three of the | 
victims had just five more 
hours in the mine. They would | 
have been laid off indefinitely | 
at midnight under a plan to 
cut 70 per cent of the mine 
work force. The lay-off of 534 
employes was due to a short-| 
age of coal orders. 

The 14 survivors were pro- 
nounced in good physical con- 
dition following a medical ex- | 
amination and were sent home. 
They came out of the mine 
about 12:05 a.m., some five and 
a half hours after the blast. 

Survivors placed the time of | 
the explosion at 6:30 p.m., and | 
most of them said the concus- | 
sion was worse than the blast 
itself. 

“It knocked the sandwich 
out of my hand and knocked 
me over,” said Mitchell Harris 
of Cedar Bluff, a 10-year vet-

A Coal Man on the Atom 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Proposals that the government 
increase its expenditures for the 
current costly and unnecessary 
civilian atomic energy power pro- 
gram are truly amazing in the light 
of available facts. 

This statement has no reference 
whatever to the development of 
atomic energy for national defense. 
All the funds necessary should be 
expended on such programs. But 
there is no claim that the develop- 
ment of atomic energy for civilian 
electric power uses is needed to 
further any defense program in- 
volving nuclear fission. 


If the government is to develop 
civilian atomic power at public ex- 
pense and in competition with pri- 
vately operated sources of fuel, 
some criteria should be established 
for the plan. Here are some perti- 
nent queries Is civilian atomic 
energy: More efficient? Cheaper? 
Safer? Required to substitute for 
rapidly dissipating reserves of other 
energy sources” 

. . * 

If the program is to be subsi- 
dized by the taxpayer, including the 
coal, gas and oil industries, the an- 
swer to some of the queries must 
be in the affirmative. But instead, 
in each and every instance, the an- 
swer is No. 

The civilian atomic program is 
essentially a program to turn atom- 
ic energy into electric power. In 
$0 doing, such energy will displace. 
for the most part, bituminous coal 
whose greatest single customer is 
the electric utility industry, 

Coal supplies are conservatively 
ébtindated at preity close to one 
triition tons. There is enough coal 
on hand to last nearly 2000 years 
@t the present rate of consumption, 
to say nothing of formidable sup- 
Dlies of oil and gas which compete 
with coal for the fuels market. 


At the Shippingport atomic plant 
a@ power and light company will pur- 
chase the power generated at 8 
mills per kilowatt hour. Assuming 
that the cost is 65 mills per hour, 
@nd that is conservative, the gov- 
ernment will lose 57 mills per kilo- 
watt hour. 

If the Shippingport reactor oper- 
ates at normal capacity, the loss 
will be $24,000,000 annually and in 
fiweeyears the tetal loss will be 
mofe than it cost to build in the 
first place.

I am not criticizing research for 
medicine and similar uses and in- 
deed research for future civilian 
power uses would cost very little 
government money if properly con 
ducted. Nor am I criticizing pri- 
vate research for the development 
of civilian atomic power. That is 
the way the other fuels were de- 
veloped and I venture to predict 
that if atomic power. holds the 
promise that its enthusiasts con- 
tend, private industry will exploit 
all its possibilities. 

We might as well realize, how- 
ever, that any moderate, sensible, 
private government civilian atomic 
program does not fit into the plans 
of the public power advocates 
These public power advocates are 
the prime movers in the effort to 
scatter atomic plants, paid for and 
operated by the government, over 
the country 

In so doing, they. are taking ad- 
vantage of the magic power of the 
words, “atomic energy,”’ and the 
comparative ignorance of the pub- 
lic as to the essential difference 
between military and civilian uses 
of that energy. It is time that the 
differences are understood

There’s’ one thing about the Ejisen- 
hower Administration policy on the 
tidelands controversy. If you don’t like 
it today, just wait. It will change to- 
morrow. In the last few months ‘it 
has been literally whirling. 

President Eisenhower made himself 
the darling of Texas by arguing in the 
1952 election campaign that the states 
had a right to the so-called tidelands 
out to their historic boundaries. 

This meant that he opposed the idea 
that the Federal 
Government had 
paramount interest 
in land under wa- 
ters beyond low 
tide, as the Su- 
preme Court had 
held. It seemed to 
mean that he back- 
ed the Texas claim 
to ownership of 
underwater lands 
as far as 104% miles 
to sea — the old 
Spanish three 
leagues. 

When Mr. Eisen- 
hower signed the William P, Rogers 
tidelands bill giving tne states the 
key to oil riches back in 1953 he said: 
“I am pleased to sign this measure 
into law recognizing the ancient’rights 
of the states in the submerged lands 
within their historic boundaries.” 
Texas was delighted 

But then some government legal 
minds got to looking at the new law. 
They kept raising the question whether 
the United States could give states 
control beyond the three mile limit. 
The whole tidelands controversy start- 
ed over again and the courts held up 
contracts granted by states for oil 


surveying and production beyond the 
three mile limit—and tied up royalties. 

Just before leaving office as Attor- 
ney General a few weeks ago, Herbert 
Brewnell got: the Court to 
order the states to submit briefs 
arguing their right to control beyond 
the three mile limit 

The Solicitor General, J. Lee Rankin, 
went before the court and argued that 
Texas had the same three mile bound- 
any other state as a result of 
having entered the Union, that the 
United States nev granted Texas 
more than that and that the Federal 
Government controls all rights beyond 
that limit. 

This put Eisenhower on the spot 
He wrote a rather indecisive letter to 
H. J. (Jack) Porter, Texas Republican 
executive committeeman, regretting 
that there seemed to be some “am- 
biguous” matters in the law. This 
didn’t satisfy Texas. Reviewing the 
Eisenhower Administration’s varying 
stands on the matter, the Dallas News 
Says that “kindness would urge us to 
draw a veil over the obvious befuddle- 
ment and backtracking of a 
figure on this legal issue.” 

But now to the rescue comes the 
new Attorney General, William P 
Rogers. He says that the final brief

Fluorine Vindicated 
From The Chicago Tribune 


An exhaustive study by its council 
on drugs and its council on nutrition 
has caused the American Medical 
Association to reaffirm, in stronger 
language, its previous position that 
fluoridation of public water supplies 
is a safe method of reducing tooth 
decay among children. 


It is too early to cite specific re- 
sulis of. Chicago's program but there 
has been no indication of ill effects 
and reports from other cities have 
consistently vindicated the city coun- 
cil’s judgment. 

In the city of Evanston, where fluori- 
dated water has been used for 10 
years, the incidence of tooth decay 
among children 6 to 8 years old has 
dropped 64 per cent. 

As we look back now, the arguments 
against fluoridation seem trifling and 


unjustified. Witnesses hinted at dire 
diseases caused by drinking fluorine— 
diseases marked by a “general Wasting 
away of the body.” 

Some army physicians reported that 
fluorine would cause mottled teeth 
Others said it might cause kidney ail- 
ments. -One alderman said it would 
damage the city water pipes Even 
the Association of Commerce and In- 
dustry opposed it. 

The A.M.A?s finding. should prove 
reassuring to those who have had 
qualms about fluoridation. It is not to 
be expected that all will be persuaded. 

One California delegate offered an 
opposing resolution at the recent 
A M.A. meeting, but the overwhelm. 
ing weight of expert professional judg- 
ment in the light of full and up-to-date 
information iS as good a guide as the 
public can hope to have.

Offices Not Involved. 

The spokesman stressed that 
the FBI agents were not enter- 
ing the offices of purely Cana- 
dian companies and were not 
seeking records that have to do 
solely with Canadian affairs. 


Government authorities have 
long suspected that the activi- 
tiés of the newsprint industry 
run counter to the anti-monop- 
oly laws but the Canadian na- 
tionality of many of the key 
companies has blocked recent 
efforts to build an anti-trust 
case that would stand up in 
court, 

The pricing policies of the 
newsprint companies are ex- 
pected to come in for particu- 
larly close scrutiny. The news- 
print producers customarily 
charge identical prices and re- 
peatedly have increased their 
prices by identical amounts—a 
pattern that suggests an illegal 
price conspiracy to anti-trust 
experts. 

The department 
declined to disclose the text of 
the letter being shown to news- 
print company officers but he 
said that the company repre- 
sentatives are at liberty to make 
the letter public if they wish. 

It is considered certain that 
Attorney General William P. 
Rogers will make a special De- 
fense Production Act report to 
Congress on the newsprint in- 
dustry regardless of whether 
an anti-trust suit is _ filed 
against the American-based 
producers. 

Provision of Law. 

The defense law requires the 
Attorney General to report to 
congress “any factors which 
may tend to eliminate com- 
petition, create or strengthen 
monopolies, injure small busi- 
ness, or otherwise promote un- 
due concentration of economic 
power... 

The Attorney General in- 
cluded a wide-ranging docu- 
ment on the Tungsten industry 
in his most recent report, 
which he submitted to Con- 
gress on Nov. 8. The reports 
are prepared quarterly and it 
is thought likely that the re- 
sults of the newsprint investi- 
gation will be made public next 
May. 

The newsprint industry has 
been under _ investigation 
throughout most of the last 40 
bee The government ob- 
ained a consent decree against 
some producers in 1917 under 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 
The decree still is in force and 
would be violated by a finding 
of a “concerted” move to hike 
prices.

such duties. A criminal rec- 
ord involving a crime of moral 
turpitude prevents the exist- 
ence of such full confidence.” 

Proposals on Tax. 

Concerning the administra- 
tion of the tax, the jury rec- 
ommended: 


“That a proper committee 


of the Board of Aldermen give | 


serious study to the actual 
wording of the ordinances by 
which the tax is imposed so 
as to effect clarification. of ex- 
actly what is taxable under 
the law. 

“That the License Collector 
revise the present license tax 
return. This improvement 
should proceed along the lines 
of making it as clear as possi- 
ble to the taxpayer: What are 
the subjects under the inven- 
tory tax he must report; what 
should be the basis of the valu- 
ation thereof, and what is the 
percentage of basis taxable. 

“The same. clarifications 
should be made in this tax rel- 
ative to the _ sales. portion 
thereof.” 

What Tax Imposes. 

The tax imposes a levy of 
$225 on each $100 of assessed 
valuation of inventory § and 
$1.50 for each $1000 of sales. 

The jury recommended fur- 
ther that a proper aldermanic 
committee “consider the repeal 
of the ordinance which requires 
that the merchants and manu- 
facturers tax return be deliv- 
ered in person to the taxpayer. 
In no other taxation field is 
personal delivery of the return 
a prerequisite.” 

“Indeed the evidence we 
have heard indicates that some 
of the trouble which has re- 
sulted in connection with the 
payment of this tax emanates 
from this annual personal con- 
tact between the taxpayer and 
the individual delivering the 
return.” 

The jury suggested that the 
aldermanic committee also con- 
sider a proposal to amend that 
portion of the city charter rel- 
ative to the tax so that every 
type of business, including 
service-type businesses, is cov- 
ered. 

The aldermen should con- 
sider the repeal of “all specific 
ordinances which levy flat-rate 
license taxes or fees on various 
types of businesses, so that 
every business might be taxed 
under the provisions of the 
merchants and manufacturers 
eZ." 

Valuation Change. 

Grand jurors recommended 
that “all officials concerned 
proceed to enforce the tax in 
its present form, but since it 
has been brought out that the 
enforcement of this tax at 100 
per cent of the current rate 
would be seriously harmful to 
the business community, we 
further recommend that the 
per cent of inventory valuation 
upon which the tax is imposed 
be reduced to the per cent of 
property valuation upon which 
real estate taxes are levied so 


statutory and constitutional 
provisions.” 

A central tax index system 
should be set up “wherein all 
returns of a taxpayer would be 
filed and made available for 


‘purposes of comparison. Such 
_an index system would assure 
‘that all businesses wcre making 


the proper tax returns as re- 
quired by law and in addition 
that such figures as reported 
on various tax returns are ac- 
curate and uniform.” 

The license collector should 
“spell out the duties of the 
various employes in his office 
in terms of office memoranda 
or a manual so that each knows 
the extent and limitations of 
his responsibilities.” 

The license collector also 
should work toward the im- 

rovement of the methods of 
“auditing taxpayers books, it 
being apparent that too often 
this duty is fulfilled by the 
auditors in a perfunctory man- 
ner.” the report said. The of- 
fice should “be provided with 
expert advice by accountants 
and tax consultants on the 
basic procedures for keeping 
records and other modern of- 
fice procedures,” the jury 


said.

Opinions of business men 
were to the effect that while 
the merchants and manufac- 
‘turers tax alone might not be 
sufficient to drive business out 
of, or prevent a business from 


locating in St. Louis, “it must | 


be considered as one of the 
contributing factors,” the jury 
said. 

Not all Blame on Laws. 


While the “antiquated and | 


deficient” tax laws “‘must bear 
_much of the blame for the 
highly unsatisfactory state of 
the merchants’ and manufac- 
turers’ tax,”’ the report stated 


“not all of the blame can be. 


so placed.” 


“The merchants and manu- 
facturers who for years have 
consciously evaded this tax are 
not beyond triticism. So, too 
the license collectors, both past 
and present, are not complete- 
ly blameless.” 

Asserting a check of mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ tax 
returns of 100 large firms 
made by the auditing firm of 
Fox & Placht im October 1955 
showed seven of the firms had 
not as yet filed returns due 
the previous July 1, the jury 
reported no reasonable explan- 
ation was offered. One of the 
seven firms had annual sales 
of more than $4,500,000 and 
another, sales of more than 
$2,000,000. 


Filing not Assured. 


“There apparently is no sys- 
tematic method employed by 
the license collector to insure 
that even the large firms file 
returns.” the report said. “In 
fact, the only method seems to 
_be to rely upon the policeman 
on the beat to stroll into a 
business establishment and see 
if there is a license.” 


The jury added that the in- 
ventory portion of the tax was 
tre chief source of dissatisfac- 
tion. This information was 
gained by mailing question- 
naires to about 4000 of the 
13,000 merchants and manufac- 
turers in the city. More than 
3000 answers were returned to 
the jury. 

Following the filing of the 
report, Judge McMullan dis-
